The 38-cent-a-barrel 
increase would amount to less 
than one cent a gallon increase 
in all manufactured products.”

Farm machinery is one of the 
most expensive things the farmer 
has to worry about, and yet it is 
neglected in many cases as far as 
preparations for winter is con­ 
cerned. Taking the proper steps to 
prepare machinery for winter will 
do much to add to the life of the 
machinery, as well asreducing 
the 
m achinery 
repair 
and 
maintenance bills. 
E ven 
m achinery, 
such 
as 
tractors and wagons, that is to be 
used during the winter should be 
prepared 
for 
cold 
w eather 
operation. Instructions for cold 
weather use as outlined in the 
operators manual that comes with 
each machine should be followed 
carefully. 
Of course, engines will need 
anti-freeze added to the radiator. 
The oil should be changed and a 
lighter oil should be used during 
the winter. The air cleaner should 
be cleaned and filled with fresh oil 
of the proper viscosity, and the 
hydraulic 
system 
should 
be 
servced 
in 
accordance 
with 
recom m endations 
of 
the 
manufacturer. 
If one or more tractors are to be 
used as chore tractors, you should 
use a gasoline tractor rather than 
a 
diesel as short periods of 
operation, long periods of idling 
and low temperatures are hard on 
any tractor, but are particularly 
hard on a diesel tractor. 
Machinery that is not to be used 
during

Irrigation has been part of the 
farming operation of the father- 
son partnership of A. D. and 
Jim m ie Johnson 
of Vanduser 
since 1955. 
“ My dad started irrigating in 
1955," says Jim m ie, “and I’ve 
been working with it ever since." 
Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Johnson 
bought their first farm land in 
1947. 
In the next few years, 
continued dry weather spurred 
their interest in finding ways to 
water the crop. 
Today, they have put over 400 
acres of ground to grade so that it 
can be flood irrigated. In addition, 
they have a traveling big gun 
sprinkler. 
In recognition of their progress 
in farming, the Johnson families 
have been named to receive a 
state farm m anagem ent award by 
the Extension Division of the 
University of Missouri-Columbia. 
This was one of the years in 
which it paid to have irrigation. 
“ In places it made all the dif­ 
ference in saving the crop and not 
having anything," Jim m ie says. 
“We had severe drouth, that 
hurt cotton, corn, and soybeans," 
he adds. “Some land we farm 15 
miles southwest of here didn’t 
have rain for eight weeks -- not a 
drop." 
The Johnsons' first irrigation 
system was a stationary big gun 
sprinkler. “That took lots of work 


and time," A. D. says. 
The irrigation pipe had to be 
moved everyday and the gun 
moved every three or four hours. 
With that system, about nine 
acres could be covered in a 24 
hour period. 
The traveling big gun irrigation 
system they use now can cover a 
quarter of mile strip in a setting. 
It draps a 660-foot-long rubber 
hose behind it as it winches its 
way across the field. 
“With it, I can irrigate 20 acres 
day by myself, except on the

days 1 have to move from one field 
to another,” Jimmie says 
Every year, more ground is put 
to grade so that it can be irrigated 
with furrow irrigation. 
“As time goes by w e’ll try to do 
mostly flood irrigation," Jimmie 
says. "Flood irrigation is not as 
fast and you have to pump more 
water per acre; but the sprinkler 
requires a high water pressure 
that takes more power and fuel."

The wheat was hurt by a late 
freeze and was hit with diseases 
we’d never heard of before." 
Late in the season, the weather 
took another change and the early 
cool Fall hurt soybean production. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Johnson 
started farming in 1947 by pur­ 
chasing half interest in 145 acres. 
They bought the rest of the farm 
in 1950. They bought additional 
land in 1961, 1964, and 1966, 
bringing their total holdings to 627 
acres. They rent an additional 490 
acres. 
Although he had worked on the 
farm before that time, Jimmie 
was formally brought into the 
partnership in 1968. 
Normally, the Johnsons raise 
up to 300 acres of corn, but this 
year grew only 55 acres. 
They had 380 acres of cotton.

Last year one and a half million undeliberable pieces of 
mail ended up in the “Claims, Inquiry and Undeliverable” 
section in the Postal Service’s office in Chicago, otherwise 
known as the “dead letter office.” 
This year Wilbur Holmes, manager of the office, expects 
the volume to grow by 15 per cent. Manager Holmes says 
the increase will be due to those who think they can get 
their mail delivered if they don’t bother to put postage on 
it. 
“In a couple of months,” Holmes says, “The unpaid 
mail problem should virtually disappear as 
people 
discover that this petty rip-off won’t work.” 
So, when you start sending out your Christmas cards 
and packages, the first thing you had better do 
is see 
that sufficient postage is attached. Another simple rule is 
to get your season’s greetings delivered is to put your full 
return address on your mail. 
“It’s a great mistake not to,” says Mr. Holmes, 
“because 
it is the letter families send once a year that is 
most likely not to be delivered. If the sender doesn’t know 
his friends have moved to another house more than a year 
ago, his letter won’t reach them. If there is no return 
address the sender might wonder why his friends didn’t 
respond to his card, not knowing that his greeting ended up 
in the dead letter unit.” 
Mr. Holmes also warns senders not to address their mail 
merely to a name and a building such as “William Jones, 
John Hancock Building, Chicago.” And last but not least, 
poorly wrapped packages are sure candidates for the dead 
letter office. 
So, if you want your Christmas greetings to get to their 
destination, take a tip from the man who knows and take 
a little extra time to see that they are carefully addressed, 
have the right postage, and are packed properly.

Kent State: Truth 
before punishment 
There seems little doubt that 
had the case of the eight Ohio 
National Guardsmen charged in 
the May 4, 1970 shootings at Kent 
State University gone to the jury, 
the verdict would have been for 
acquittal. Several of the jurors 
have stated that they concurred in 
the decision by federal Judge 
Frank J . Battisti to stop the trial. 
Nor is there much doubt that the 
decision meets with the approval 
of most Americans. It had always 
seemed a gross injustice that 
these eight men, out of all those 
who contributed to the making of 
the tragedy, and the only guar­ 
dsmen honest enough to admit to 
the FBI that they had fired their 
weapons at the demonstrators, 
should have been singled out to 
bear the responsibility for what 
Battistic called a “deplorable” 
.California state officials, who series of mistakes and blunders, 
are destroying about 14 tons of 
Even so, having come that far, 
out dated criminal records - after it is regrettable that the trial was 


Sirica has handled the W atergate 
coverup trial. 
Sirica’s goal has been to get the 
truth out.

The trial on these suits is set for 
federal court in Cleveland on 
April 7. 
The 
determ ination 
of 
the 
parents to secure what they 
consider justice for their children 
is wholly understandable. But it is 
not likely that this trial, any more 
than the abortive one just con­ 
cluded, will bring out the “truth" 
about Kent State. For there is no 
one simple, unextenuated “truth" 
about what happened that day, no 
one 
unmistakable 
villain 
or 
villains. 
The most that can be hoped for 
is that, finally, those involved will 
be allowed to put their stores on 
the official record. There will be 
no “justice” but perhaps there 
will be at long last an end to the 
tragedy.

countable for his actions. After 
all, unless there is some ad­ 
vantage to working hard, taking 
responsibility and trying to be, in 
essence, a “ good guy,” what is the 
point of going to all the effort? 


Making It Work 
The act act of passing a law in 
itself does not solve a problem. An 
example of the immense amount 
of work which must go into im­ 
plementing federal programs is

m andated 
by 
Congress in legislation last year 
PSRO's are to be set up to 


the 
efficiency 
and 
quality of care delivered under 
the federally-financed Medicare 
and Medicaid programs. 
Members of Congress cannot 
personally judge the quality or 
appropriateness of medical care 
delivered to a patient. Medical 
professionals will have to devote 
their time, effort, 
talent and 
experience 
to 
settin g 
up 
organizations capable of carrying 
out the entent of Congress without 
disrupting the delivery of quality 
medical care. Spokesmen for the 
medical profession have pointed 
out that there are many problems 
inherent in the program. For 
exam ple, 
paperw ork 
could 
proliferate to such a point as to 
take 
a 
serious 
am ount 
of 
physicians’ time away from their 
patients. Hospital stays may be 
cut a day or two in the intial 
stages of the PSRO action. After 
that, they cannot be cut much 
more but the expenses of the 
review organizations will go on 
and must be added to the overall 
cost of medical care. 
Despite the adm itted problems, 
the medical profession is exerting 
every effort to assure that the 
PSRO 
program 
w orks 
with 
maximum 
efficiency 
and 
ef­ 
fectiveness. As the chairm an of 
the AMA Board of Trustees’ 
PSRO advisory committee put it, 
“ We will make every effort to 
implement the law so that it will 
be 
the 
least 
disruptive 
and 
abrasive. . . ” He added that he 
had 
little 
patience 
with 
in­ 
dividuals and organizations who 
failed 
to 
cooperate 
in 
the 
program. 
The nation’s doctors are deeply 
concerned because unless they 
and other medical professionals

F arm machinery is one of the 
m ost expensive things the farm er 
has to worry about, and yet it is 
neglected in many cases as far as 
preparations for winter is con­ 
cerned. Taking the proper steps to 
prepare machinery for winter will 
do much to add to the life of the 
m achinery, as well asreducing 
the 
m ach in ery 
re p a ir 
and 
m aintenance bills. 
E v en 
m ach in ery, 
such 
a s 
tractors and wagons, that is to be 
used during the winter should be 
p rep ared 
for 
cold 
w eather 
operation. Instructions for cold 
weather use as outlined in the 
operators manual that com es with 
each machine should be followed 
carefully. 
Of course, engines will need 
anti freeze added to the radiator. 
The oil should be changed and a 
lighter oil should be used during 
the winter. The air cleaner should 
be cleaned and filled with fresh oil 
of the proper viscosity, and the 
hydraulic 
system 
should 
be 
servced 
in 
accordance 
with 
recom m en dation s 
of 
the 
m anufacturer. 
If one or more tractors are to be 
used a s chore tractors, you should 
use a gasoline tractor rather than 
a 
diesel 
as short 
periods 
of 
operation, long periods of idling 
and low tem peratures are hard on 
any tractor, but are particularly 
hard on a diesel tractor. 
Machinery that is not to be used 
during 
the 
winter 
should 
be 
stored, 
if 
at 
all 
possible. 
If 
machinery is stored, it will last 
longer, 
require 
less 
repairs, 
operate better and have a greater 
trade-in value. 
If you do not have adequate 


machinery storage, perhaps this 
is one investment that you should 
consider. 
For 
exam ple, 
tests

University indicate that storage 
increases 
the average life of 
machinery by 10 per cent and 
decreases annual repair bills by 
10 per cent. 
Also, a survey of equipment 
dealers in the northeastern states 
shows that farm equipment that is 
not stored reaches junk value in 
about one-half the time of stored 
equipment. 


In addition to such savings, one 
of the most important advantages 
of

includes a shop, is having a place 
to repair and adjust machinery 
during the winter months. This

water per acre; but the sprinkler 
requires a high water pressure 
that takes more power and fuel.”

and late. 
“ Cotton got off to a terrible 
start." Jim m ie says. “ The corn 
was planted on time, but didn’t 
start grow ing in the west and cold. 
The wheat was hurt by a late 
Ireeze and was hit with diseases 
we d never heard of before.” 
Late in the season, the weather 
took another change and the early 
cool Fall hurt soybean production. 


Mr. and Mrs. A. D. Johnson 
started farming in 1947 by pur­ 
chasing half interest in 145 acres. 
They bought the rest of the farm 
in 1950. They bought additional 
land 
in 
1961, 
1964, and 
1966, 
bringing their total holdings to 627 
acres. They rent an additional 490 
acres. 
Although he had worked on the 
farm before that time, Jim m ie 
was formally brought into the 
partnership in 1968 
Normally, the Johnsons raise 
up to 300 acres of corn, but this 
year grew only 55 acres. 
They had 380 acres of cotton 
Some 300 acres of wheat is 
grown. This land is also used to 
produce a later crop of soybeans. 
This year, they planted 380 
acres of no-till beans. About 80 
acres of that, on the sandier soil, 
were lost because of the dry

Johnsons 
have 
27,000 
bushels of drying and storage 
facilities for corn and soybeans.

Farmers should determine 
1975 fertilizer, lim estone needs

Now is a good time to dtermine 
your 
fertilizer 
and 
limestone 
needs for 1975 crops. Many far­ 
mers still guess about fertilizer 
needs 
or 
apply 
according 
to 
neighbors. This procedure is a 
mistake because soils may look 
alike, but be very different in 
chemical content. A good soil test 
every three to four years will 
eliminate the guessing when it 
some to fertilizer and lime. 
The price of fertilizer has in­ 
creased 150 to 200 per cent the last 
two years. The price of limestone 
has increased about 100 per cent 
per ton during the same period. 
These 
facts alone 
mean that 
fertilizer and limestone should be 
used wisely. Where needed and 
recommended, fertilizer and lime 
are still a good buy even at these 
prices. The need for limestone is 
often greater than fertilizer. 
Lim e and fertilizer needs vary 


on soils of different texture. Past 
fertility 
treatm ent 
and 
management also cause soils to 
vary in nutrient content. Many 
farmers have been applying the 
wrong fertilizer ratio for years. 
Phosphorous has built up faster 
than potassium. 
Most 
plants, 
especially 
soybeans. 
require 
more 
potassium than phosphorous. This 
means many soils are out of 
balance 
because 
of 
improper 
application. 
Instead of a 1-1-1 
ratio fertilizer you may need a 1-1- 
2 or even a 1-1-3. More and more 
farmers are applying a straight 
material such as 0-0-60. 
Soils in Southeast Missouri are 
generally lower in potassium than 
phosphorous 
This is especially 
true of soybean ground 
Samples from a number of spots 
in the field reveal needs more 
accurately. Use auger, soil tube 
or clean spade to obtain samples.

barn sites and fertilizer drills 
should be avoided. 
If 
soil type doesn’t change 
within the field, one composite 
sample may be sufficient. Soil 
should be taken from at least 10 to 
15 different places in the field to 
make up the composite sample. 
Samples should be taken six to 
seven inches deep or to the depth 
plowed Try to take a sample for 
every 20 acres or less.

Flowing is often the best method 
Be sure to include past field 
history and next years crop plans 
along with yield goal for each 
sample. 
Samples can be sub­ 
mitted through any county ex­ 
tension center or the Delta Center 
at Portageville. Farmers often 
wait too late each year to take

and 
application 
is 
delayed in the spring 
Fertilizer is already expensive, 
as mentioned earlier. However, 
the supply is still short and is 
expected to continue this way 
through 1975. 
Lime, phosphate and-or potash 
should be applied anytime this
